WHOLESALE DESTRUCTION OF 


BIBBS. 


The friends of agriculture, as well as 


;he lovers of birds, may well be alarm- 
ed at the dire results -of the destruction 
of bird life that has taken place in re- 
cent years. Most of this destruction 
las been brought about by the demand 
'or the stuffed bodies or the wings of 
)irds to be used for the decoration of 
women's hats. Besides this there has 
been much killing of birds from mere 
wantonness until wo have come to in* 
iabit an almost birdless country. New 
Hampshire has suffered along w ith the 
rest of the states and even a casual ob- 
server cannot fail to note the absence of 
bird life in the country districts whc:« 
t used to be so abundant. The loss of 
ihe birds means an opportunity for all 
manner of insects to prey upon vegeta- 
ion, aud prompt advantage has baen 
taken of it. Unless the birds can be re- 
stored one of the worst enemies of the 
Farmer will increase year after year. 
.The moat stringent laws shoukl be en- 
acted and enforce! if they ba found 
necessary to protect the birds and allow 
them again to fulfill their holpful mis 
sion to the cause of tho agriculturalist.

The Kobe 
City 


Band led the procession and played 
modern airs, while at intervals were 
groups of dancing girls and members 
of the theatrical profession who per- 
formed pantomime allegories to Illus- 
trate the nobility of Mr. Kumekawa's 
character and the loss that was suffer- 
ed by the community at 
his death. 


Just before reaching the gates of the 
cemetery the procession was halted and 
several photographs were taken. 
Af- 


ter the coffin had been lowered Into the 
grave and covered with floral offerings 
the funeral party proceeded to the Jln- 
ko Club, where an elaborate feast was 
served, and speeches eulogistic of Mr. 
Kumekawa were delivered by several 
of his friends. 


Mr. Kumekawa was thoroughly sat- 


isfied with the success of his funeral, 
although it cost him a large sum of 
money, and he may now depart 
m 


peace, knowing that all the rites have 
been observed and when he dies it is 
only necessary for his family to place 
his body in the coffin that lies in the 
giound.

This 
carries the general percentage a llltlo 
higher than that In the Philippines, 
but It Is less than 3 per cent, of the 
27B.OOO men called suddenly to arms 
from all the walks of civil life and put 
Into the field. The deaths in the Phil- 
ippines, as stated, were 725. Tbe 
deaths In Cuba have been 1,240; hi 
Port Rico, 207; In Hawaii. 46; on Cu- 
ban transports. 220; and In the United 
States, from those in the camps of 
mobilization and from those returning 
debilitated by wounds and disease-, 
4.105. In other words, the deaths In 
the home country, where there has 
been no tropical climate and no bul- 
lets of the enemy, are nearly twice the 
number of those who have gone to 
foreign countries to do battle nnd with- 
stand all the hardships of warfare.

Stop Cruel Treatment. 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 11.—Controller 


William .1. Morgan has written a let- 
ter to Bishop Iluntlngton, chairman of 
the Board of Trustees ot the Syracuse 
Institution for Feeble-minded 
Chil- 


dren, in which he culls attention to 
cruellies and irregularities found to 
exist in that institution by the investi- 
gation conducted by Deputy Controller 
Oilman and Secretary HebberQ of the 
State Board of Charities. The com- 
munication in part follows: 


"1 am aware that It is contrary to 


the wishes of the Board of Managers 
that corporal punishment should be in- 
flicted upon the inmates; in fact, I am 
informed that sut-h punishment is pro- 
hibited by the rule* of the institution. 
Notwithstanding this, it appears from 
the sworn evidence, both from the at- 
tendants and inmates, that corporal 
punishment Is inflicted. The nature of 
this punishment consists of cutting the 
children upon the bead and body, of 
striking them, both naked and clothed, 
with th,e hand and sticks and with 
rubber hose and kicking them. It al- 
so was shown that attendants were In 
the habit of punching the children in 
tUeir stomachs with their fists and 
picking them up bodily and throwing 
tly»m* to the floor. In one instance at 
least a 'child was kicked in the face, 
making a cut that had to be stitched 
up by a physician. ' 


"While your superintendent may not 


have been a party to the infliction of 
such punishment, It is almost iuipos 
sible to understand how he could have 
been ignorant of the facts; but, admit- 
[ting that he ^&s ignorant, it indicates 
c lack of .that close personal knowledge 
on his part of the inside workings of 
Hie institution \\hich is absolutely 
socessary to good management."

icceived the land east of the 


^iscataqua river from the Plymouth 
iouncil, and later the charter of the 
iouncil was revoked by Charles I, who 
;ranted the same territory to Georges.

listorical prominence to Sir William 
'epperrell, the later piuron saint of

THE OBJECT OF /THE WORK. 


An Enumeration of All Those On the Island 
_ te to Be Prepared, for the Neit 


Session of Congress. 


The Census to bo Taken Under tho 


Supervision of the War Depart- 


. incut — Cuban? Have Been Select- 


ed as Supervisors of the Seven 
Provinces. 
Washington, Aug. 11.— In taHng a 


census of Cuba tho war department 
officials say they arc simply carrying 
out the expressed will of congress, 
JooktiiK to the setting op of a stable 
government in the Island. After the 
war the first thinj; to be done was to 
restore order, to feed and clothe the 
starving and dos-tltuto, and to clean the 
cities and towns so us to guard aganst 
<lison.se. The Cuban army had to be 
disbanded, because it was a. menace to 
order, and because its existence would 
have made a farce of any election 
•which might have been held. Any 
flection would have boon controlled by 
the army, and any government result- 
ing from such an election would have 
been a military government. With all 
these things accomplished— the work 
of disbanding nrul paying tho army out 
of the $3,000,000 fund Is not yet com- 
plete — the next step is to take a census 
of the island, so that when congress 
assumes the work of legislating for 
permanent government it may 1m e an 
ouumonition of the people 1o enable 
It to act intelligently. The administra- 
tion will report to congress, and then 
It will be in a position to act with the 
advice and assistance of congress in 
establishing civil government— the aim 
always being to withdraw American 
troops from Cuba just as soon as the 
pooplo shall have shown their capacity 
for RC'lf-governnu'iit, or for conducting 
a civil government under American 
tmsplces. 


The census will be taken under di- 


rection of the war department, but the 
otlicors of the census buretin have been 
culled on for advice and Instruction in 
method. Dr. Frederick Wines the n»- 
Kistnnt director of the census, is pre- 
paring 1he schedules, nnd tho bureau 
will h:no general snpen Ision of the 
work under the war depart men I. The 
K"\cn supervisors for tlic seven prov- 
inces of Cuba have been selected by 
tlio department. They are all Cubans, 
:ind 
they 
will 
lca\e 
Washington 


Saturday night, so as to catch the 
Ila \ana bout :it Tampa on Monday 
niglit. The supervisors will select tho 
r numerators, and tin1 •methods will be 
Tho'-e employed in the census of the 
Vniti'd States. It is tho purpose to 
have the work completed by Decem- 
ber. when congress meets. 


Tl is not exnected thai the census 


will discover all the educational, mnnu- 
t act tiring, mining and mortality statis- 
tics. but it will nt least enable the war 
department to determine the popula- 
tion of each province and each town- 
ship in the Island, the condition of 
aaricnllnro nnd educational facilities. 
The chief purpose of the census is to 
show tho military authorities the vot- 
}u>i population of Culm, so that proper 
election tests mnv lw» applied, thus in- 
suring a reasonably fair election repre- 
senting the sentiment of the Cuban 
people. Rome attempt will bo made to 
determine the proportion of illiteracy 
nn ion? the people; but statistics of tins 
kind are usually unreliable. They are 
s-ocurcd by asking at each house 
whether the inmlaes can read or write. 
There has never been a pretense of ap- 
plying n tost, nnd in the nature of the 
work it is barely possible that any 
satisfactory test could be applied. To 
do so would multiply the labor of the 
census many fold; it is questionable 
Avhother an attempt of applying a 
test would be lawful.

OF THE MEXICAN 8 


Nomenclature Customs In the 


Domestic Circle. 
L < 


The street names of Mexico are some- 


thidg really appalling to the newcom- 
er. iSome years ago the streets were 
renamed systematically, with numeri- 
cal avenues running east and west and 
streets north and south, and although 
the new names are prominently post- 
ed on all the corner houses, they are 
never used except in official documents. 
Every one uses the old names. Many 
of these are place names, or streets are 
named for some occurrence or tradi- 
tion, or for the character of the trades 
that formerly predominated in them. 
'The number of names is infinitely 
mutyplied, because each block is re- 
garded as a street and has a separate 
name. Wheu the name of a street 
continues 
the 
same through more 


than'one block, the various squares are 
designated as first, second, third, etc. 
Many of the street names seem very 
odd to foreigners. Those named for 
the deity and religious personages are 
numerous. For instance, there is the 
Heart of Jesus street and the Street of 
the Holy Ghost; Ave Maria street and 
the Avenue of the Love of God. Oth- 
ers are the Street of the Saint of the 
True Cross, the Arches of Bethlehem, 
and the Gravea of St. Sunday street; 
the Bridge of St. Peter and St. Paul and 
the Street of the Cro&s,es of Sorrow. 


Not only are the names of streets un- 


usual, but they are often found in the 
most incongruous locations. For in- 
stance, if you walk down Jesus street 
and continue in the second block you 
will be startled to -find that you are

The Alley of the Egg and 
Potato street are just as likely to be 
the prolongation of the Back of Saint 
Teresa street as any other. The Street 
of the Seven Prinqee may no longer 
be inhabited by royalty, but the Ave- 
nue of Illustrious Men was named for 
real persons. The Street of the Lost 
Child derived its name from a popular 
tradition, hut the Avenue of the Fifth 
of Mary was named for a famous bat- 
tle with tho French. There are a large 
number of the capital's streets named 
for living things. 


There are the Street of the Little 


Bird, Street of the Fish, Bull street and 
Goat street, and streets of the Flics, 
Rats and Roosters. 


It is a little startling to newcomers 


at first to notice the universal custom 
in Mexico of addressing persons of 
high and low degree by their first 
names. As soon as friends are at all 
well acquainted they address each oth- 
er by the given name, and this is done 
not only by those of the same age and 
sex, 
but indiscriminately among young 


men and young women, young people 
and elder persons. In the latter case, 
or between elderly persons, a respect- 
ful pretix is used, as "Don" Ricardo. 
Public characters arc also commonly 
referred to by their first names, even 
the wife of the President of the repub- 
lic being affectionately called Carmen- 
cita by all classes. In the household 
the head of the house Is called Don 
Jose or Don Manuel by the servants, 
and a .son in distinction is known as 
Manuelito (little Manuel). 


It should not be inferred from the 


above, however, that the relation be- 
tween the family proper and the help 
is ever anything more than that of 
master and servant. Far from it. The 
servant knows his place and remains 
in it always, and the master would, tol- 
erate nothing less, though the servant 
may address the master in terms of 
endearment, 
and the master 
speak 


with servant in the language of inti- 
mates and relatives. It is in expecting 
too much of these patient servitors, or 
in asking that the Mexican Indian dis- 
play the same degree of providence 
and foresight as the educated laborers 
of the North, that the American em- 
ployer falls out with them, or at least 
does not achieve the best results. 


Among servants the customs regard- 


ing the names given superiors are not 
unlike those of 
tho negroes of the 


Southern United States. The lowest 
classes, or the 
servants that 
have 


grown up in a family, epeak to tha 
heads of the house as nino or nina 
(masculine and leminine for child), or 
call the wife and mother senorita, re- 
gardless of the fact that she may have 
attained three-score. The servants dis- 
tinguish 
between one of their own 


class and a friend of their master or 
mistress by such distinctions. If a call- 
er is to be announced it is a senorita, 
regardless of her age, that is in the 
parlor. If a woman of the common 
class awaits the mistress it is a senora. 
A gentleman of th,e "upper classes 'is 
referred to- as-'a 'se-nor, while ,.&<• laborer 
will be called a muchacho (boy). 


The modern City of Mexico will soon 


be thoroughly up-to-date in all modes 
of street transportation. 
The capital 


has long been noted for its handsome 
horses and equippages, several motor 
carriages and tricycles are to t>e seen 
every day spinning along the level 
streets; the district railways are be- 
ing thoroughly equipped for electric 
traction; a handsome line of omni- 
buses to one of the suburbs has just 
been inaugurated, that raises the "com- 
plete" 
sign in the most 
approved 


French fashion when the seats are all 
taken; a large 
number of fine, new 


public coaches, at 60 cents an hour, are 
to make their appearance next month, 
and more than all, a concession has 
been applied for by a company that In- 
tends to supply the city with automo- 
bile cabs. 


There are no alleys In Mexico, as 


they are known in the United States, 
and no back doors to houses. Calle- 
jon is frequently translated as alley, 
but it is literally and in reality little 
street, and is so called .because it is 
either narrow or short, or both.—Mod- 
ern

An,English phyelclan'clttltti* io have 


discovered a new and efficacious cure 
for persons afflicted with nervous or 
mental maladies. If such persons, he 
says, can only procure pleasant dreams 
they will soon regain their health, and 
his aim is, therefore, to furnish them 
with, delightful dreams. 


For this purpose 
he uses a soft 


leather cap, which covers the patient's 
head and ears and leaves only the face 
uncovered. Beside the ears are placed 
two metal plates, which are joined by 
a rubber tube to a phonograph. Tbe 
patient rests on a divan in a dark 
room, and In front of Him Is a sort of 
magic lantern, from which are project- 
ed at frequent Intervals various enjoy- 
able pictures. In this way, It is claim- 
ed, Uie eyes of the sick person are de- 
lighted, while at the same time his 
ears are soothed by the vibrations of 
the phonograph. 


As a result, weariness comes upon 


him and is soon followed by sjumber, 
and it is while he is dozing in this 
manner that happy dreams are evok- 
ed, thanks to the phonograph and the 
stereopticon. After this light slumber 
comes a deep sleep, which, we are as- 
sured, Is always most beneficial. 


Several tests of this kind have been 


made with success, and it is said that 
not only are tired nerves refreshed by 
this method, but that the patient's body 
also rapidly Increases in weight. That 
pleasant sounds and sights are sooth- 
Ing to the nerves we have all known 
for a long time, but that pleasant 
dreams have a tendency to make per- 
sons fat will certainly be news to the 
general public. 


LEGEND OF BULL HILL 


Muliie Settlement Founded By HUB*

If the 'residents of Bull Hill, Me. set- 


tlemeut look east they see the broad 
surface of Great Pond. In the opposite 
direction their vision climbs the steep 
side of a mountain which hides Its top 
among clouds in the daytime and talks 
with the stars at 
night. There are 


fourteen houses, a general store, a ho- 
tel, a blacksmith shop and a diminu- 
tive schoolhouse in the village. 
Be- 


yond these are trees and crags, tenant- 
ed by many wild animals and haunt- 
ed by the ghoets of the men who per- 
ished years ago while trying to solve 
the mystery of a barrel of bull be'ef. 
The village of to-day has not changed 
in forty years, except that a school- 
house has been put up on the spot 
where a grogshop was burned by a 
mob in 1866. The scboolhouse is the 
smallest institution of learning in 
Maine. It is 12 feet wide and 16 feet 
long. Five pupils for every school day 
is the average attendance. 
When the 


boys start for school In the morning 


Great Age of Birds. 


It is only possible at present to col- 


lect data from the duration of lives 
of birds in captivity; evidence other- 
wise must be very unreliable, and it is 
purely a matter of theory as to wheth- 
er the natural possible life is greater 
than that under the unnatural condi- 
tion of captivity. There are records 
of a nightingale having lived 25 years, 
a thrush 17, a black-bird that was still 
alive at 20%, a goldfinch 23, skylarks 
of 24 and 20. Ravens, owls and cock- 
atoos are popularly supposed to live 
to very great age, and the following 
records appear to be authentic: 
Ra- 


vens, 50; gray parrot, 50 and 40; blue 
macaw, 64; eagle owls, 53, and one 
still alive at G8. Some aquatic birds 
appear to live to a ripe old age, for we 
hear of a heron of 60, goose 80, inute 
swan 70. 


It is doubtful 
whether any of the 


ioregoing ages are any true guide as to 
the longevity of the actual families 
tho birds represent, or. Indeed, wheth- 
er the possible age of one family ex- 
ceeds that of another, but the records 
are interesting, and form a step in the 
ladder of 
the investigation 
of this 


most difficult question. 
The coloring 


of a bird in perfect health and the 
texture of its featliers are exactly -the 
same at 50 as at 5, and those signs 
that are popularly put down to age, 
such as bleached and faded plumage 
and misshapen claws or beaks, are at- 
tributable to unnatural conditions of 
some kind. The great tenacity of life 
some birds possess when deprived of 
food is marvelous, and the following 
instances are given: Golden eagle, 21 
days; an eider duck, 28; an albatross. 
35, and a penguin (Apteno dytes), it is 
stated, can live two months.

Sound Knglish Souse in Egypt. 


One principle deserves special notice. 


It is that of using English heads but 
Egyptian hands, says the Spectator. In 
practice this means the policy of never 
putting an Englishman Into any post 
which could not be just as well filled 
by a native. In other words, the Eng- 
lishman is only used in the adminis- 
tration 
where he is indispensable. 


Where he is not, the native, as is only 
just and right, is employed. The out- 
come of this is that Lord Cromer's 
work in Egypt has been carried out by 
"a body of officials who certainly do 
not exceed one 
hundred in number, 


and might possibly, if the figures were 
rigorously examined, 
be somewhat 


lower." 
Lord Cromer adds, however, 


that "these hundred have been select- 
ed with the greatest care." 
In fact, 


the principle has been—never employ 
an Englishman unleJss it is necessary 
m the interests of good government to 
do so, but then 
employ a first-class 


man. 


The result is that the inspiring force 


in 'every ^department of the Egyptian 
State is-'a first-class English brain, 
and yet the natives are not depressed 
by being deprived of their share of the 
administration. The Egyptians, that 
is, do not feel the legitimate grievance 
that is felt by the Tunisians and Al- 
gerians wnen they see even little posts 
of a couple of hundred a year filled 
by Frenchmen.

The name of the man who founded 


Bull Hill was Hussey. 
His act was 


wholly involuntary. In company with 
throe other men he started from Am- 
herst in the autumn of 1838 to take an 
oxload of supplies to a lumber camp 
in 
Greenfield plantation. 
As they 


mounted the shoulder of Bull Hill the 
men walked on ahead, leaving Hussey 
to wield the goad stick and guide the 
team. At the very top of the hill the 
rope binding of the load parted, and a 
barrel of salted bull beef rolled off to 
the ground, from which point gravita- 
tion took it over the brow of the hill 
and carried it out of sight. 


"I'll get that barrel of beef," said 


Hussey with an oath, "or I'll never 
come back." 


The men laughed at him, telling him 


they believed he was fond of bull beef 
because his teeth, eecmed to be made 
for the purpose of chewing tough 
food. As Hussey had 
large, teeth, 


which he never housed day or ,night, 
summer or winter, the taunt 
made 


him mad. 


"If I find that barrel of beef," he 


cried, "I'll stay until I eat it all up or 
I'll starve to death trying. 


He took his axe, gun, ammunition 


and a few other needful articles from 
the oxcart and went off down the hill, 
while ihe men continued their journey 
to Greenfield 
camp. 
Hussey didn't 


show up at camp that winter, though 
the foreman needed him badly and 
looked for him every day. On their 
return to Amherst the men expected to 
find Hussey at home, but when they 
learned that he hadn't been seen since 
he went away the autumn before, his 
friends grew frightened and oegan to 
make up searching parties. After a time 
reports about a man lost In the woods 
reached Bangor and Old Town, and 
men who wanted an outing for human- 
ity's sake with a prospect of plenty of 
rum and molasses on the &ide made 
frequent journeys to Great Pond in 
quest of Hussey and his bull beef. 
Many of these well-meaning .searchers 
came to grief 
A canoe containing 


three men and a. boy was overturned 
on Great Pond m May, 1839, and 
no- 


body lived to reach the shore. 
The 


following month a party of four men 
took refuge under a fallen hemlock to 
avoid a sudden downpour, and every 
one was killed by a thunderbolt. Three 
months later a party of six was over- 
taken by a great forest fire, in which 
two lost their lives. One man was lost 
in the woods and his body was torn to 
pieces by wild animals. 
j 


In spite of hardships and disasters 


the hunt for Husoey and his beef was 
kept up for teu years, and though evi- 
dence that he was still living was dis- 
covered at several times, he remained 
unknown to the world until 1852, when 
James Clinch and Arthur Penney pad- 
dled into a cove on the side of Great 
Pond one afternoon and saw Hussey 
sitting at the mouth of a cave watch- 
ing a handsome squaw at play with 
her three half-breed children. 


"My wife, my babies," said Hussey, 


introducing his family. "Glad ter see 
yer, boys. Stop and have a snack." 


After supper the 
men questioned 


Hussey and asked him why he had 
never come out to the clearing in all 
the years that had gone. 


"I've bin wantin'to many's the time," 


replied Hussey, "but I took jny oath 
that I'd never come back till the bull 
beef was et up." He paused here long 
enough to point out a barrel in one cor- 
ner of the room, and a,dded: "And it' 
ain't all gone yit." 


Current report has it that Hussey ate 


bull beef until the day of his 
death. 


After he was gone his children married 
and settled near their old home, so in a 
few years the side of Bull Hill held a 
small village, resting among the rocks 
and reaching up the road over which 
the founder chased a barrel of bull 
beef.
